Granted Under Old OPA 
Law—More Rises to 
Be Authorized Under 


New Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP)— 
OPA last night authorized an im- 
mediate general increase of 11 per 
cent in retail clothing prices for 
men’s shirts, shorts and pajamas. 
The agency granted also an ad- 
ditional increase of up to 10 per 


cent for men’s and boys’ dress 
shirts and boys’ sport shirts in 
lower-price brackets. 

These increases were granted 
under provisions of the old price 
control law which required indus- 
try earnings be maintained at the 
1936-39 level. 

In addition, the OPA this aft- 
ernoon announced an increase of 
ceiling prices averaging 8 per cent 
on men’s leather jackets, mack- 
inaw coats and similar garments. 

The full extra 10 per cent in- 
crease authorized for men's and 
boys’ shirts may be charged only 
when this would not increase 
prices over certain maximums es- 
tablished by OPA. In general, 
these retail maximums are about 
$1.84 on men’s dress shirts, $1.04 
on one type of boys’ shirts and 
$1.35 on another type. 8 

OPA said the general 11 per 
cent increase would bring retail 
Ceilings on a shirt now selling for 
$2.50, for example, to about $2.80.

‘Lost Rajah’ Finally Convinces 
Britain’s Highest Court He's Alive 


LONDON, July 30 (UP) — The 
highest court of the British Em- 
pire—the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council—ruled today in 
favor of the “lost Rajah” of 
Bhowal in his 26-year fight to 
prove that he was not cremated 
on a funeral pyre in 1909. 

The court ruled that the man 
who claimed to be Ramendra 
Narayan Roy, Rajah of Bhowal, 
was in fact the Rajah and not a 
pretender as contended by the 
Ranee of Bhowal, Roy’s wife. 

The strange case has been 
fought through the Indian courts 
for years and reached the privy 
council this year. At stake in the 
action was the income of Bhowal, 
a small but rich prinicipality with 
revenue estimated at more than 
$400,000 a year. 

The story began in Darjeeling in 
1909 when the Rajah, the Ranee 
and her brother were living to- 
gether in the famous Indian sum- 
mer resort, The Rajah became ill

NAZI LEADERSHDP 
CORPS WITNESS 
PICTURES IT AS A 
LV WHITE BAND 


Members Never Dreamed 
of Concentration 
Camp Atrocities, Says 
Ex-Gauleiter as Defense 
of 6 Groups Begins.

NUERNBERG, July 30 (by Ra- 
dio) — The international military 
tribunal heard today its, first wit- 
ness in the cases of the six Nazi 
organizations arraigned under the 
indictment for criminality. He 
was a dainty, dapper little man 
with a small face, small features 
and a skull so petite that there 
was difficulty in adjusting his ear- 
phones. He identified himself as 
Karl Otto Kaufmann, 46 years old, 
gauleiter of the Ruhr from 1925 
to 1928 and of Hamburg from 1928 
to 1945. 

In the former region he held 
sway over a population of nearly 
8,000,000 and in the latter almost 
2,000,000. 

He was called to the stand as 
a defengg witness by Dr. Robert 
Servatius of Cologne, attorney for 
the leadership corps of the Nazi 
party. This elite body of politici- 
ans numbered in its hey-day about 
1,500,000. It ruled a party and af- 
filiated membership of nearly 23,- 
000,000 men and women through 
500,000 blocks, about 90,000 cells, 
nearly 30,000 local chapters, 800 
county offices, 40 regional admin- 
istrations and a central national 
department. This central depart- 
ment was in charge successively 
of Gregor Strasser, Rudolf Hess 
and Martin Bormann. 

Accused as Ringleaders. 

The tribunal’s indictment- 
charges that the collective party 
chieftains, great and small, were 
the gangster ringleaders of the 
Nazi conspiracy to seize power, 
to plan and wage aggressive wars 
and to perpetrate crimes against 
peace and humanity. 

Defendant Fritz Sauckel, slave 
labor boss of the Third Reich and 
former gauleiter of Thuringia, 
beamed approval from the dock as 
Kaufmann pictured the _ leader- 
ship corps as an idyllic. brother- 
hood of social, charity and wel- 
fare workers, most of whom were 
devout church members and ad- 
herents of the Socialist party with 
a negligible fringe of anti- 
Semites and nationalists. 

Until the. disclosures of the war 
crimes trial, they never dreamed 
that such things existed as con- 
centration camp atrocities. They 
dozed in a state of blissful ignor- 
ance, according to the witness, 
while millions of Jews were 
slaughtered and millions of for- 
eign workers were to toil and die 
in German armament factories. 

Dr. Servatius announced calmly 
that he had assembled 139,000 af- 
fidavits championing the leader- 
ship corps. Just as calmly, with-

BRITISH CLAMP CURFEW 
ON TEL AVIV, 


SEARCH CITY 


Residents Ordered to 


Stay Inside 22 Hours 


a Day as Troops Seek King David 
Hotel Bombers. 


JERUSALEM, July 30 (AP)— 
British troops placed the 200,000 
residents of the all-Jewish city of 
Tel Aviv under virtual house ar- 
rest at dawn today as they opened 
a methodical search for the per- 
sons who bombed the King David 
Hotel in Jerusalem last week. 

The entire city was placed un- 
der a 22-hour-a-day curfew, with 
residents forbidden, under pain of 
being shot at sight, to leave their 
homes except during an author- 
ized two-hour period for purchas- 
ing food and other supplies. 

Lt. Gen. Sir Alan Cunningham, 
British High Commissioner for 
the troubled Holy Land, said the 
British had “clear evidence of the 
existence of terrorists in Tel Aviv 
and that some if not all of those 
who took part in the Jerusalem 
crime came from that town.” 
Eighty-seven bodies have been re- 
covered from.the bombed hotel 


and 24 persons are missing. 

A high-ranking officer said Tel 
Aviv probably would be under the 
rigid curfew for several days 
while soldiers and Palestine police 
carried on a house-to-house search 
which officials predicted would re- 
sult in the arrest of 2000 to 3000 
men and women, 


(The United Press reported* that 
thousands of Jews were rounded 
up today in the house-to-house 
search, and quoted a military 
spokesman as saying they all 
would be held for questioning. The 
curfew was so strict, the U.P. said, 
that even Jewish policemen were 
ordered to obey it. It said a tele- 
phone report from Jaffa, near Tel 
Aviv, reported a powerful explo- 
sion was heard in Tel Aviv this 
morning.)

WAR SURPLUSES 
ABROAD BRING 
BILLION DOLLARS 


Acheson Tells of Sales of 
Property Which Cost 
$3,600,000,000 
—Praises Record. 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP)— 
Acting ‘Setretary of State Dean 
Acheson said today overseas war 
surpluses which cost $3.600,000,000 
have been sold for more than 


$1,000,000,000. 

Acheson called this disposal 
record a “substantial achieve- 
ment” in a letter transmitting to 
Congress the quarterly report of 
Foreign Liquidation Commissioner 
Thomas B. McCabe. 

The report said, however, that 
two great “properties” which cost 
this country a total of $172,000,000 
have been abandoned. They are 
the Stilwell road from Burma into 
China and the aid-to-Russia road 
through Iran and Iraq, 

Other Property Junked. 

The routes were part of $390,- 
000,000 worth of surplus property, 
including a number of airfields 
built on foreign soil, which have 
been junked as having “very high 
original cost and little or no civil- 
jan utility.” The peacetime use 
fulness of the two roads, McCabe 
said, “does not even justify the 
cost of maintaining them.” All 


| movable property has been sal- 


vaged. 

Sales of the Foreign Liquidation 
Office represent almost one-hal 
the property declared surplus so 
far by the Army and Navy, and 
about one-third of the total 
salable property left abroad at 
war's end. 

An additional 31.500, 000,000 
worth will prove unsalable, Me- 
Cabe reported,

Rocket Trips Between Planets 
Expected by Airmen in 30 Years 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (UP)— 
Army Air Force guided-missile ex- 
perts said today they expect 1 to 
be able to shoot a rocket to the 
moon in 18 montis. Interplane- 


tary travel, they raid, is probable 
in 30 years. 

Maj. P. C. Calhoun, head of the 
A. A. F. guided-missile branch, said 
he expected to travel to the moon 
and back “within my lifetime.” 

He said the Army did ot plan 
to send a rocket to the moon 
until it could be certain it would 
land safely. He said the rocket 
would be equipped with automatic’ 
devices to send radar signals back 
to earth giving informat on about 
conditions there. 

Calhoun said the AA.F. was 
concentrating on the development 
of guided missiles to protect the 
United States against attack, but 
he reasoned that the air force 
would be better equipped than 
any other agency t) prepare for 
travel between planets. 

Calhoun said it was hard to con- 
vince the public that it was on the 
verge of interplanetary explora- 
tion. 

“Man is approaching a new fron- 
tier of exploration and hknowl- 
edge,” Calhoun said. “He is about 
to explore the universe. He will 


see things and perhaps peoples 
beyond the powers of our imagi- 
nation.” 

He said the immediate problem 
was to produce the best guided 
missiles possible in order to pro- 
tect the nation. This requires ex- 
plorations above the earth to test 
materials and discover conditions 
encountered, 

“We may harness cosmic rays 
for propulsion of space ships,” Cal- 
houn said. “Interplanetary travel 
is not so immense a problem as it 
may appear to the uninitiated, 

“There is little resistance to a 
moving body outside the earth's 
atmosphere, and speeds of thous- 
ands of miles per hour with small 
amounts of power are possible in 
the partial vacuum of outer 
space.” 

He said the only limits to travel 
outside the earth’s atmosphere 
were the amount of fuel needed 
to propel the space ship. Within 
five years the A.A.F. expects to 
have a rocket that will carry men 
outside the earth’s atmosphere and 
return safely. 

Calhoun said the plan is to guide 
these rockets by remote control to 
their objectives, They would carry 
instruments, including television, 
to send back Information. Human 
exploration would follow.

Major Says Band of 300, 
Some in Communist 
Uniforms, ‘Looked Like 
Indians on Warpath’ 


During Clash.

. PEIPING, July 30 (AP)—Three 
hundred Chinese, some wearing 
the bluish green uniforms of Com- 
munists, killed at least four 
United States Marines and wound- 
ed 19 others with automatic weap- 
ons rifles and grenades in a four- 
hour attack yesterday on a truck 
convoy of 100 leathernecks, eye- 
witnesses related today. 

A search is being made for 
other marines, believed to be still 
missing. 

The attackers, lying in ambush 
in cornfields 35 miles southeast 
of Peiping, would have wiped out 
the convoy had the marines not 
began fighting back immediately, 
the witnesses said. 

The marines finally escaped by 
jumping back into their trucks 
and roaring away under fire, the 
witnesses related. 

Maj. Fred J. Frees of Sioux 
Falls, S. D., who was with the 
‘convoy of replacements bound for 
Peiping from Tientsin, said the 
attack erupted “like an explosion.” 

“They threw everything at us 
during the first hour of attack ex- 
cept the kitchen sink,” chimed in 
Sgt. James West of Cincinnati, U. 

Frees and West, both Army 
men, were convoy passengers. 

Major Tells of Attack. 

Maj. Frees, a special service of- 
ficer for Peiping headquarters, 
told the Associated Press: 

“If the marines had not reacted 
as efficiently and swiftly as they 
did, the convoy would have been 
taken in the first rush.” 

He declined to identify the at- 
tackers as Communists but said 
he saw two dead Chinese on the 
road who wore bluish green uni- 
forms, the color of those worn by 
Communists.

He insisted that he saw no 
light signals from the barge train 
and that no signal was given unti] 
it was too late for him to avoid 
the collision. 

Hendrix testified at the hearing 
conducted by Capt. R. G. Willoh 
of St. Louis district Coast Guard 
Service, while search continued 
for the bodies of persons believed 
to have lost their lives. 

He said there were four auto- 
mobiles and a pickup truck on the 
ferry, en route to Missouri from 
the Tennessee side, when the col- 
lision occurred. 

Earl W, Rogers, Vicksburg, 
Miss., pilot of the tugboat Fred B. 
Zigler, said he saw the ferry as 
it left the Tennessee side and 
gave left-hand pass signals. He 
said he received no answer. He 
testified members of his crew res- 
cued 11 persons. “all we could see 
or hear,” following the collision.

BIKINI, July 30 (AP)—One of 
Japan's two heaviest prewar bat- 
tleships, the battered old Nagato, 
slid quietly to the bottom of Bi- 
kini’s lagoon before dawn today. 
Its sinking brought the toll of 
capital ships sent down in last 
Thursday's underwater atomic 
bomb explosion to two battleships 
and an aircraft carrier. 

The 32,720-ton Nagato had been 
damaged by American planes in 
the Philippines in October 1944, 
pounded at Yokosuka naval base 
two months before the Japanese 
surrender, and damaged in the 
aerial atomic bomb burst at Bikini 
July 1. 

Task Force Commander V. Adm, 
W. H. P. Blandy added the 27,000- 
ton battleship New York to the 
apparently-damaged list as he is- 
sued this revised 16-ship score for 
the shallow-water test: 

Sunk: The 26,100-ton battle- 
ship Arkansas, the 33, 000-ton 
carrier Saratoga, the Nagato, 
an oil tender, and the landing 
ship from which the bomb was 
hung.

Submarines Pilotfish and Apo- 
gon. (He omitted the submar- 
ine Searaven, at first reported 
missing.) 

Missing: Submarine Skipjack. 

Beached to prevent sinking:

Apparently damaged: Battle- 
ships New York and Pennsyl- 
vania, cruisers Salt Lake City 
and Pensdcola.

The 
Nagato, for instance, was to have 
been towed to sea—but radioac- 
tivity had prevented salvage crews 
from approaching it.

SENATE FOR 6-CENT AIR MAIL

Long Cables From Shore to Hold 
Ships for Deep-Sea A-Bomb Test 


Number of Vessels to Be Cut to About 12 for 


Third Blast Next Year—Problem of 
Setting Off Charge Unsolved.

BIKINI ISLAND, July 29 (UP) 
The complicated problem of hold- 
ing naval target vessels in posi- 
tion in the open sea for the deep- 
water atomic bomb test early in 
1947 has been solved, it was 
learned today from an informed 
naval source, 

The target vessels, including 
battleships, cruisers and lighter 
craft, will be attached tandem to 
long cables, it was explained. 
There will be three of these cables, 
all parallel and each with one end 
firmly anchored to one of the 
small islets at the southwest cor- 
ner of Bikini atoll, Probably four 
target ships will be strung out 
along each cable, since the pres- 
ent general thought is to reduce 
the number used in the first two 
tests to about 12, due to difficul- 
ties of anchorage, 

The trade winds unfailingly 
blow from east to west in these 
latitudes, and may be depended 
on to keep the target vessels 
strung out away from the islet 
and reef to which the holding 
cables will be anchored on the 
windward side. 

The open ocean drops off sharp- 


ly to great depths in the target 
area which has been decided on. 
The seabottom at this point goes 
down to 3000 fathoms, or more 
than three milés, as compared 
to the depths of not exceeding 180 
feet inside the lagoon where the 
first and second tests took place. 

Depth at which the third and 
final atomic bomb will de de- 
tonated has not been decided on, 
but unofficial estimates are that 
the blast will be set for 4000 to 
5000 feet below the surface, 

“The problem of fusing and de- 
tonating the bomb in really deep 
water is more serious than the 
parallel problem of holding the big 
target ‘vessels in position,” the in- 
formant said, “It has not yet 
been solved.” 

The deep-sea explosion is ex- 
pected to deliver the heaviest blow 
of the entire series of tests, since 
water transmits shock (the blast 
experts here call it “water ham- 
mer”) with four times the velocity 
of air. The great depth planned 
for the 1947 test will further in- 
tensify the explosion by putting a 
lid on it and preventing dissipa- 
tion of any of the force harm-

ANTI-TRUST ACTION AGAINST 
MAKER OF BUSINESS FORMS 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP)— 
Attorney General Tom Clark an- 
nounced today the filing of a 
complaint alleging that the Stan- 
dard Register Corp., Dayton, O., 
violated anti-trust laws by con- 
tracting to restrain and attempt- 
ing to monopolize trade in business 
forms, . 

Clark said the complaint, filed 
in United States District Court 
here, charged that the company 
manufactures and sells more than 
60 per cent of the total number 
of the particular type of business 
forms involved in the complaint. 


These forms, he said, have a 
series of perforations at both mar- 
gins and are fed and controlled 
by ping in platens which are at- 
tached to the business machine 
mechanism. 

The company’s sales of the 
forms, Clark reported, total more 
than $12,000,000 a year. Of this 
amount, about $2,500,000 is sold 
to the Federal Government, 

Clark said the complaint seeks 
to nullify leases of the platen de- 
vices and to require the company 
to transfer ownership of them to 
the Users.

WASHINGTON, July 30 (UP)— 
The United States took its place 
today in the United Nations u- 
cational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization, thus forg one 
more link in the chain of ori- 
can postwar international co- 
operation. 

President Truman signed a bill 
authorizing American membership 
in U.N.E.S.C.O. and providing for 
the sending of American dele 
gates to U.N.E.S.C.O, conferences. 

U.N.E.S.C.O., created by a con- 
ference of United Nations in Lon- 
don in 1945, is designed to con- 
tribute to peace and security by 
“promoting collaboration among 
the nations through education, 
science, and culture to further 
universal respect for justice, for 
the rule of law and for human 
rights and fundamental free- 
doms.“ 


HUNGARIAN REPARATIONS CUT 


BUDAPEST, July 29 (Delayed) 
(AP)—Prime Minister Ferenc 
Nagy was quoted by the press 
today as announcing Ruasia has 
agreed to further reparations con- 
cessions to Hungary. 

Reparations payments for 1946 
were reduced from $60,000,000 to 
$21,800,000, the announcement said, 
while payments for 1947 and 1948 
will be $23,000,000 and $25,000,000.

Curiosity—Says It Was 
for Her ‘Friend.’

PORTLAND, Ore., July 30 (AP) 
—Detectives questioning James W. 
Bowden, 47 years old, charged 
with first-degree murder in the 
dynamite booby-trap death of his 


wife, said today that Bowden in- 
sisted he rigged the bomb to send 
to “a friend” of his wife. 

Bowden denies that he made a 
“Pandora's box” of a small trunk 
containing dynamite by stimulat- 
ing his wife’s curiosity by warn- 
ing the family not to tam with 
the trunk, when was in base 
ment of the house. 

Mrs. Bowden, 44, mother of two 
‘teen-age girls, was killed Satur- 
day night when she opened the 
trunk and set off the six sticks 


of dynamite that detectives said 


Bowden told of fitting into a small 
box and rigging with tacks, wire 
and a small battery. 

Detectives said Bowden, arrest- 
ed at an Oregon coast town early 
Sunday, had been unable to ex- 
plain why he did not disconnect 
the bomb after he was unable to 
figure a way to send it to the man 
detectives reported was named in 
a diary found in the battered 
trunk, 

District Attorney Thomas N. 
Handley ordered a first-degree 
murder charge filed. Bowden al- 
ready is charged with illegal pos- 
session of explosives. 

He told police and his own at- 
torney that he kept a diary of his 
wife’s activities and had placed it 
in the trunk, 

A contractor friend of Bowden 
has admitted siving the dynamite 
to Bowden, He said he thought it 
was to be used in con with 
a fishing boat Bowden operated. 

Bowden's two daughters told of 
seeing their father handle a brown 
package with gloved hands a few 
days before the explosion. 

Mrs. Bowden had filed suit for 
divorce a month ago, charging 
her husband. with cruelty and 
asking for $100 a month support 
for her daughters. Bowden later 
filed an answer denying the 
charges,

Nlinols Power Co. disclosed Ko- 


day plans for a large new electri- 
cal generating plant near Alton 
and Wood River, intended to re- 
lieve it of the purchase of current 
from the Union Electric system 
for its large southern Illinois di- 
vision. 
In order to carry out the plans, 

Tilinois Power will have to nego- 
tiate or force a settlement with 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri of 
a power-purchase contract run- 
ning to 1967. 
The plant, estimated to cost 
$17,000,000 to $18,000,000, would be 
on a site of about 100 acres, now 
farm land, owned by Illinois 
Power on the Madison county 
bank of the Mississippi river, two

Two or three years would be re- 
quired for construction. 

| Would Serve Wide Area. 


Application for authority to 
build and operate the plant was 
filed with the Illinois Commerce 
Commission last week. A hear- 
ing has been set by the commis- 
sin for Sept. 4. New bonds or 
stock would be issued by the com- 
pany to raise the needed funds. 

Three 40,000-kilowatt steam-tur- 
bo generating units are planned, 
capable of possible production of 
about a billion kilowatt hours a 
year. This output would serve the 
area extending from the vicinity 
of St. Louis on the East Side to 
points beyond Hillsboro, Mount 
Vernon and Sparta. 

Allen Van Wyck, president of 
Tilincis Power, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter no arrangement 
had been made yet as to termina- 
tion of the Union Electric con- 
tract. He indicated that this 
might be a question for the IIII- 
nois Commerce Commission and 
possibly the courts to handle. J. 
W. McAfee, president of Union 
Electric, said his company would 
de willing to negotiate a settle- 
ment, but that this would have 
to take into account a large in- 
vestment for supplying IIIinois 
Power's demand load of 50,000 to 
100,000 kilowatts. However, he 
expressed willingness to go into 
the question and suggested that 
the change might eventually be 
better for both companies. 

Van Wyck; in a statement to 
stockholders today, declared the 
Union Electric “burdensome” con-

us” to Illinois Power. He 
added that directors of his com- 
pany felt its condition would be 
2 enhanced“ by the new 
plant. A suit by Union Electric 
against Illinois Power over cer- 
tain large phases of the charges 
under the contract is pending in 
Circuit Court at Belleville. Illinois 
Power has been paying only part 
of the charges and resisting part. 

North American Seeks Control. 

McAfee expressed the opinion 
that the Illinois Power plant pro- 
posal would not have any bearing 
on the proposal of the North 
American holding system for an 
operating integration of the two 
utilities. North American controls 
Union Electric and is seeking to 
gain full control of Illinois Power, 
in which it now has a minority 
interest. 

A power plant is being erected 
by Illinois Power now at Havana, 
III., with two 40,000-kilowatt units 
and provision for adding three 
more units of this size eventually. 
Van Wyck said this plant would 
relieve his company of pu 
current for its northern division 
from Commonwealth Edison Co.

GASOLINE FREE 
FROM PRIGE GURB, 
GOES UP ONE CENT 


Some Dealers Add Two- 
Tenths More to Cover 
Freight Rise—Delay in 
Evictions Sought. 


Gasoline, exempted from price 
control under the revised OPA 
increased in price by one 
cent a gallon at filling stations 
in the St. Louis area today. Some 
retailers added another two-tenths 
of a cent, reflecting a freight rate’ 
increase on gasolipe. 

The increase, in line with a na- 
tional tank car price rise, brought 
gasoline prices as high as 21.2 and 
18.7 cents a gallon for the same 
product which had carried an 
OPA ceiling of 20 and 17.5 cents 
a gallon. Some dealers predicted 
a further increase later in the 
week, 

Soaring prices for other com- 
modities exempted from OPA in- 
cluded new record high prices at 
National Stockyards today for 
cattle, hogs and heifers. 

Meanwhile, justices of peace in 
the St. Louis area have been 
asked by the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration to stop eviction pro- 
ceedings brought against tenants 
since July 1, until the justices of 
peace consult with OPA on the 
legality of proceedings. If evic- 
tion proceedings brought illegally 
are not halted, OPA officials said 
today they intend to seek court 
injunctions to stay them. Restora- 
tion of OPA, it was stated, voids 
eviction proceedings not instituted 
in accord with the new act. 

Only One Actual Eviction. 


Only one case in which a tenant 
actually has been evicted during 
the interim period between the ex- 
piration of the old OPA law and 
enactment of the new law has 
been brought to the attention of 
the OPA office in St. Louis. Many 
eviction notices were filed in that 
period, however. 

Yesterday, 800 persons went to 
the OPA office in the Paul Brown 
Building to make inquiry concern- 
ing rent regulations and 845 tele- 
phone calls were received on the 
same subject. At the Veterans’ 
Service Center 64 veterans went 
to the housing section, many with 
eviction notices in hand; only 13 
new listings of housing units for 
veterans were received and most 
of these were “undesirable” Cen- 
ter employes said. 


To halt the tide of evictions 
which had threatened when the 
new OPA act was passed, OPA of- 
ficials sent letters to 166 justices 
of peace in St. Louis, St. Louis 
county, St. Charles county and 
Jefferson county in Missouri and 
St. Clair county, Madison county 
and Monroe county in Illinois, 
asking them to stay eviction pro- 


Roll-Back on Parking Charges. 

OPA officials also pointed out 
today that increased rates at park- 
ing stations and garages which 
went into effect before the new 
OPA law was passed now are 
“strictly illegal.” Court actions 
will be brought against station 
and garage operators who do not 
roll back their prices to June 30 
levels, it was said, Parking 
charge increases in some instances 
amounted to several hundred per 
cent, 

Both hogs and heifers. sold for 
record high prices at National 
Stockyards today. A few hogs sold 
for $23 a hundredweight, highest 
price in 27 years, The top price 
for heifers, $24.50 a hundred- 
weight, topped last week’s record 
price of $24. 

A shipment of 14 steers, from 
William Beilschmidt of Morgan 
county, Illinois, sold for $27 a 
hundredweight, higher by 50 cents 
than the previous record set yes- 
terday, — 

Livestock Receipts. 

Supplies of cattle generally were 
generous today, not only at the 
St. ‘Louis market but in other 
leading markets of the nation, 
Receipts of cattle at National 
Stockyards totaled 5200, compared 
to 4100 a week ago and 5000 a 
year ago; calves, 3000, compared 
to 2700 a week ago and 2100 a 
year ago; hogs, 4000, compared to 
5100 a week ago and 4500 a year 
ago; and sheep, 4000, compared to 
5900 a week ago and 4100 a year 
ago.

EX-CONVIGT KILLS 
WOMAN; WOUNDS 


ern Believed to Have 
Been Result of Fit of 
Jealousy. 


Roy Howard Whipkey, 1203 
North Seventh street, a former 
convict, stabbed a young woman 
to death and seriously wounded 
another man and himself last 
night in what police believe was 
an insane fit of jealousy. 

The victims were Miss Bobbie 
Jean Kerr, 19 years old, a factory 
worker, 2724A Benton street, and 
her companion, Lewis Jacob 
Berg, former motorcycle patrol- 
man with the police force, who 
now operates a tavern at 1847 
North Broadway. Miss Kerr was 
pronounced dead of multiple stab 
wounds on arrival at City Hospi- 
tal while her assailant and Berg 
were described as in critical con- 
dition, 

The affray occurred at a tavern 
at 2023 North Broadway as Berg 
and Miss Kerr were seated at a 
rear table. Steve Cascio, 2100 
North Broadway, who was seated 
at the bar, told police Whipkey 
entered the tavern, pulled out a 
butcher knife without warning 
and stabbed Berg in the back, He 
then wielded his knife on the 
young woman who fled screaming 
into the street where she col- 
lapsed. 

Whipkey then leaped through a 
window, paused briefly to plunge 
his knife again into the woman 
and fled south on Broadway pur- 
sued by Cascio and Arnold Woods, 
1104 Montgomery street. 

As his pursuers closed in on 
him, the attacker shouted, “I’m 
going to kill myself,” and stabbed 
himself in the throat. However, 
he subsequently broke away from 
his captors and ran back toward 
the tavern where he again 
stabbed the prostrate Kerr woman 
before collapsing across her body. 

Police said Whipkey and the 
Kerr woman had been keeping 
company until recently when she 
began to be seen in Berg’s com- 
pany. Both Berg and Whipkey 
are married. 

In May, 1936, while serving a 
10-year sentence for armed rob- 
bery in the Missouri State Peni- 
tentiary, Whipkey stabbed two 
other inmates to death in an ar- 
gument on the prison’s recreation 
grounds. He was acquitted on a 
plea of self defense. 

Berg was dismissed from the 
police department in 1940 after 
a hearing on charges of neglect 
of duty and unbecoming conduct 
in connection with his failure to 
remain at the scene of an ac- 
cident in which his automobile 
figured.

FAULTS OF SEXES 
LEAD ATOM BOMB 
IN READER APPEAL 


CENTRAL CITY, Colo., July 30 
(AP) — The men who direct the 
nat.on’s polls agree that Ameri- 
cans would rather read about a 
poll on the faults of husbands and 
wives than one on the atomic 
bomb. 

They deplored the fact last 
night at the University of Den- 
ver’s public opinion research con- 
ference at which they were told 
also that the best interviewer is 
a married woman about 37 years 
old. 


In a panel discussion, John G. 
Maloney of Pleasantville, N. T., 
research director for the Reader’s 
Digest, said such a woman us- 
ually has the desired qualities of 
liking people, being interested in 
them and not opinionated. 


However, the pollsters can't 
trust all their interviewers. Some 
of them said they check up on 
the question-askers by polling 10 
per cent of the interviewers by 
mail and a smaller percentage in 
person.

First of the outstate plants to 
close was the one at St. Charles, 
where 800 employes were thrown 
out of work.

SFA SURVEY HERE 
SFEKS TO AVERT 
CRISIS OVER COAL 


Agency Representative 
Gets Data From Deal. 
ers—Sees Extra East- 
ern Aid Unlikely. 


A reptfesentative of the Solid 
Fuels Administration at Wash- 
ihgton remained in St. Louis. today 
to collect data from local coal 
dealers to be used by the federal 
agency in its efforts to prevent a 


coal crisis here next winter. : 


The SFA representative, Paul 
W. Perkins, head marketing ana- 
lyst, was principal speaker last 
night at a meeting at Kiel Audi- 
torlum in which aspects of the 
coal situation, which he described 
as serious, were discussed with 
150 dealers, 

Perkins said there was little 
hope that St. Louisians, who are 
faced with a current shortage of 
more than 200,000 tons of coal in 
deliveries, could turn for addi- 
tional supplies to eastern mines, 
which have been the chief source 
of supply for this market. 


‘Have to Look to Arkansas.“ 

“There can be no encourage- 

ment for that end,” he asserted. 
“There is just not enough eastern 
coal to go around, The people 
here will have to look to Arkan- 
sas.” 
No encouragement on that pos- 
sibility, however, was offered by 
another speaker, Earl Wells of 
Fort Smith, Ark., who is chairman 
of the Bituminous Coal Produc- 
ers’ Advisory Board for the Ar- 
kansas-Oklahoma district. 

“We are hesitant to make any 
promises to coal dealers in St. 
Louis,” Wells said, “Our tonnage 
is smaller than it has ever been.” 

Ford Calls for Action. 

After the seriousness of the coal 
situation had been described by 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, Smoke 
Commissioner James H. Carter 
and Area Manager Arthur H. 
Beddoe of the SFA, James L. Ford 
Jr., chairman of the Citizens’ 
Smoke Elimination Committee, 
said he felt the meeting was tak- 
ing a pessimistic turn. 

“I don’t want to be a Polyanna, 
but I do believe things can be 
done,” Ford asserted. “It won’t do 
to sit here and be discouraged. I 
don’t like the defeatist attitude 
tonight.” 

He pointed out that the city had 
been successful in its appeal to the 
Federal Government for more 
coal on two previous occasions— 
during the war and before the 
first big coal strike. 

“Not long ago you folks saw 
the notices sent out by Laclede 
Gas that there would be no coke,” 
Ford said. “Now, after we got 
busy a little, you find you are 
going to get the coke.” 

The coal dealers were taken 
politely to task for their poor 
response to the questionnaires 
sent out by the local SFA office 
to determine coal requirements 
for the heating season. 

Only 58 Replies. 

“We sent the questionnaires. to 
160 dealers, but only 58 replies 
were received,” Beddoe said. “How 
can you expect the Federal Gov- 
ernment to allot more coal to St. 
Louis unless this information is 
available?” 

Of the dealers who replied, six 
said they were unable to obtain 
any coal commitments from dis- 
tributors for the coming heating 
season and 24 received partial 
commitments which they de- 
scribed as “not very satisfactory.” 

Five dealers obtained full com- 
mitments. No specific answer to 
the commitment question was 
given by the other 23 dealers who 
responded.

F. many observers, the central disclosure of hearings before the 


deterioration of international law governing the conduct of war. 
Unless the process of the last quarter century is interrupted, nothing 


appears more certain than that the next global conflict will sweep 
away the final relics of chivalry and humanity. People will combat 
people with the ruthlessness of science in exterminating enemies 
with the bacteria and germ-carriers of a pestilence. 

During World War I, the Germans introduced unrestricted sub- 
marine tactics. This violation of time-honored observances of the 
high seas armed Woodrow Wilson with one of his grand moral issues. 


Twenty-five years pass, and it 
proves that British and American 
men-of-war have quietly adopted 
the German theory and as a mat- 


ter of course are sinking enemy 
merchant ships without warning 
or trace—and as a general policy 
are refusing rescue to survivors 
of torpedoed vessels. 

Mechanized weapons and totali- 
tarian systems have turned non- 

combatant populations en masse 
into essential elements of mili- 
tary undertakings. 

Hunger Blockade. 

The first attack on this new 
enemy is declared by the Germans 
to have been the British hunger 
blockade of the first World War. 

But the Germans enlarged the 
strategy with terror bombings of 
Rotterdam and Warsaw from the 
air. The Allies surpassed their 
teachers by bombing 32 cities of 
the Reich in which 300,000 civilian 
lives were destroyed. Other scores 
of thousands of non-combatant 
deaths were 2 by atomic 

mbs dropped on Japan. 

22 — in the precipitate 
flight of war from civilized usages 
to the barbarity of Genghis Khan, 
the Germans under Adolf Hitler 
inaugurated a felony 80 vast an 
diabolical that until recently no 
word to define it existed in any 
language. This is the annihila- 
tion, systematic and biological, of 
entire racial, religious or social 
groups, or of particular elements 
of such groups—for instance, the 
clergy and intelligentsia. 

The term “pogrom,” which re- 
fers only to Jews, was far too 
narrow, though Justice Robert H. 
Jackson in his closing address 
testified in words of appalling 
simplicity that “as a race, the 
Jews of Europe have ceased to 
exist.” 

The expressions “mass murder” 
and “wholesale massacre” were 
likewise too restricted. They did 
not include Heinrich Himmler's 
creed of “death through over- 
work,” Alfred Rosenberg’s doctrine 
of “slaughter through starvation,” 
and such artificial contractions of 
birthrate as the Nazi measures of 
sterilization and compulsory abor- 


tion. 
New Word Coined. 

To fit the crime, it was neces- 
sary to coin a brand new word. 
Conacripting two Latin words 
meaning “race” and “killing,” and 
following the analogy of such 
terms as “homicide,” “parricide” 
and “infanticide,” Rafael Lemkin, 
professor of international law at 
Duke University, devised the un- 
precedented noun of “genocide.” . 

It was employed by Attorney 
General Sir Hartley Shawcross in 
his address before the tribunal 
and also by the French prosecu- 


tors.

One 
“genocide” is that it embraces 


d Beck, foreign minister of Poland 


wholesale executions in peace as 
well as war. Examples cited are 
Turkish massacres of Armenians 
and Greeks. Just as the crime of 
homicide is based on the right of 
an individual to live, so genocide 
is founded on the right of a péo- 
ple to exist. Prof. Lemkin, who is 
now in Europe as an adviser on 
foreign affairs to the War De- 
partment, will attend the peace 
conference in Paris and urge that 
genocide be established as an in- 
ternational crime after the prece- 
dent of piracy and counterfeiting. 
These are punishable not merely 
in the land where they aré com- 
mitted, but in any country where- 
in the defendant happens to be 
apprehended, 


Lemkin’s Career. 

Born in Poland 46 years ago, 
Lemkin became assistant attorney 
general in Warsaw and his coun- 
try’s representative on the legal 
committee of the League of Na- 


tions. At the fifth conference for 


the unification of penal law held 
in Madrid during 1933, he pro- 
posed that persecution of racial, 
religious and social groups should 
be outlawed under international 
usage as “an act of barbarism.” 
For this he was rebuked by Josef 


and an anti-Semite who dis- 
missed Lemkin from his posts and 
for two years denied him a pass- 
port. Lemkin escaped through the 
Baltic states to Stockholm and be- 
came a professor in the University 
of Sweden. There he was dis- 
covered by Duke University, which 
in 1941 enabled him to travel to 
the United States. He was chief 
consultant on European affairs to 
the Board of Economic Warfare 
in Washington. Then he went 
with Justice Jackson to London 
as adviser in framing the charter 
for the current trial. Lemkin is 
credited with originating the idea 
of prosecuting the Nazi organiza- 
tions which were indicted as crim- 
inal under the London agreement. 
In a book entitled “Axis Rule in 
Occupied Europe,” which was 
written for the Carnegie peace en- 
dowment in 1943, Lemkin an- 
nounced the criminal guilt of the 
S. S. Elite Guards, the Gestapo and 
the latter’s police auxiliaries. 

It is further urged by Lemkin 
that guarantees against genocide 
should be included in the forth- 
coming peace treaties with Hun- 
gary, Romania and Bulgaria, 
which in this respect are declared 
to have excelled even their Ger- 
man model. In support of his 
charge of genocide against the 
Nazi government Shawcross 
quoted a conversation of Hitler 
with Hermann Rauschnigg: “Nat- 
ural instinct bids all living crea- 
tures not merely to conquer their 
enemies but to destroy them. It 
is the victor’s prerogative to anni- 
hilate entire tribes and entire 


peoples.”

potential sites for permanent 
UN. Headquarters in Westches- 
ter county, N. T., and Fairfield 
county, Conn. 

Sir Angus Fletcher, chairman 
of the U.N. Headquarters Com- 


mission, has emphasized that 
community feeling will play an 
important part in the five sites 
to be recommended to the Gen- 
eral Assembly in September. On 
the basis of early reaction, how- 
ever, it appeared that he would 
have difficulty finding five sites 
where the U.N. would be en- 
tirely welcome. 

There was no indication of any 
sharp change in sentiment in 
Greenwich, Conn., whose citizens 
voted more than two to one not 
to welcome the U.N. when the 
Westchester-Fairfield area first 
was mentioned last winter. 


John D. Downing of Yorktown, 
N. T., where three of the sites are 
partially located, declared, “The 
people here are generally op- 
posed to the U.N. settling in the 


own. 

First Selectman Winthrop E. 
Rockwell of Ridgefield, Conn., 
said: “I hope they don’t come 
here. This is a nice New England 
town. It would spoil it.” 

One of those who favored lo- 
cation of U.N. Headquarters in 
the Westchester - Fairfield area 
was First Selectman George T. 
Barrett of Stamford, Conn. 

“Sure, I'm in favor of it,” he 
said. “I think most of the hysteri- 
cal opposition has died down. If 
they stick to an area of from five 
to 10 square miles, I think they 
will dispossess a minimum num- 
ber of people.”

In life, the deceased Canol un- 
dertaking called for the develop- 
ment of an oll field and the con- 
struction of a refinery and a pipe- 
line in the shadow of the Ca- 
nadian Arctic, to supply our armed 
forces in Alaska.

‘Secret’ Published in Magazines. 
Canol was the project which was 
so “secret” that the Petroleum 
Administration for War could not 
be told about it, nor could Con- 
gressmen be given any informa- 
tion about it. But it wasn't so 
“secret” that Canadian magazines 
could not publish articles about it. 


This is the project of which 
Secretary of War Patterson, then 
Under Secretary, said in Novem- 
ber of 1943: “Tne Army is proud 
of Cano] ... the value of the pe- 
troleum for the defense of Alaska 
and the Canadian Northwest in fu- 
ture years and for the further 
development of this vast, almost 
untouched territory, is great.” 

On the tombstone marking the 
final resting place of this prideful 
project of the Army, the foreign 
liquidation commissioner has en- 
graved the following: “Competent 
military authorities of both the 
United States and Canada consid- 
er... (Canol).. . of question- 
able value even in the event of 
another emergency. Investigation 
has dsclosed no known possibili- 
ties for postwar use as an entire- 
ty.” That would seem to take 
care of the “value of the (Canol) 
petroleum for the further develop- 
ment of this vast, almost un- 
touched territory . . .” 
That this would be the end to 
which Canol would come had been 
predicted. On June 22, 1942, as 
petroleum administrator I wrote 
to the War Department that; in- 
stead of Canol, a storage should 
be made available at Whitehorse. 
I estimated that a $3,000,000 tank- 
er in eight trips would provide the 
tanks with 800,000 barrels of oil

It 
was May 1945—two years after the 
date that PAW had promised to 
have 800,000 barrels of oil in White- 
horse at a cost of from $5 to $10 
a barrel, that the Canol project 
produced 800,000 barrels of oil at 
a cost of $150 a barrel. 


Nazis Licked by Then. 


By this time the Germans had 
been licked and the war with 
Japan had been pushed into the 
far western reaches of the Pacif- 
ic, so that the stupidity of 
operating this wasteful project 
was apparent even to the Army. 
So Canol was shut down. 

The Foreign Liquidation Com- 
missioner is exceedingly pessimis- 
tic. about the United States realiz- 
ing much, if anything, on its fh- 
vestment. For all practical pur- 
poses Canol has now been aban- 
doned and its facilities are rust- 
ing away—more than $133,000,000 
worth of them. 

It would seem that Gen. Somer- 
vell operated in this instance on 
the same basis that he functioned 
in WPA ... if a project cost 
plenty of money and required lots 
of man hours—it must be good, 
particularly if it wasn’t worth 
anything.

With such an economy, 
our country can go forward to 
greater heights of prosperity and 
full employment than have yet 
been achieved. This policy must 
be predicated upon a program of 
fair dealing and justice to all our 
people.

It discusses the sad case of a young- 
ster whose life was ruined because of 
an unfortunate conflict between his par- 
ents. Whenever his mother supplied the 
lad with pious literature, his father, a 
truly despicable character, countered by 
forcing on the child the works of such 
vile authors as Karl Marx, Boccaccio, 
etc., with the object of destroying the 
poor child's moral character. (The juxta- 
position of these two authors is a par- 
ticularly brilliant stroke. However 
highly certain depraved individuals may 
value either of them separately, the 
combination is enough to upset the 
stomach of the veriest libertine.)

All this began at the tender age of 
10. Shortly thereafter, when the oy 
was given a copy of the Bible by his 
mother, . . his dad handed him a copy 
of ‘Das Kapital,“ by Karl Marx, and 
urged him to read it.” And urged him 
to read it! Not enough that the youth 
should be given the evil opportunity to 
hunt up the salacious passages in this 
nasty book; he is urged by his father to 
read it, and apparently in the original 
German, to judge from the title, so that 
the corrupting influence of the book 
will not be mitigated by an expurgated 
translation. Later, when the boy re- 
ceived from his mother another well- 
selected volume, . . his dad countered 
with ‘De Cameron.’” 

I do not wish to deal with the moral 
question involved. I am, naturally, on 
the side of the angels. But if I may be

The father of modern Italian prose 
gives such a devilishly attractive de- 
scription of how some ladies and gentle- 
men of Florence occupied themselves 
during the plague, that its utility as an 
instrument of corruption is obviously 
much greater than that of Marx's pain- 
fully detailed analysis of the Industrial 
Revolution in England. Indeed, Marx 
has scattered throughout the three vol- 
umes of his work so many harsh criti- 
cisms of the British mill owners and, in 
general, of man's exploitation of man, 
that the moral character of the work 
might even be in doubt, except that 
‘we are assured on excellent authority of 
the vicious nature of the book. 

I would also suggest that the mother’s 
most effective response to “De Camer- 
on,” the best antidote would be a 
framed and illuminated copy of “De 
Calogue,” to be hung in the boy's room, 
o that the Ten Commandments may 
counteract the Hundred Tales. 

And as for the reference to such 
shameless creatures as Ibsen, Havelock 
Ellis and George Bernard Shaw, I can 
only say that I am a little surprised to 
find their names even mentioned in a 
family paper, where our youth, seeing 
them, may turn away from such health- 
ful recreations as the jukebox and de- 
gstroy themselves with unaccustomed in- 
teliectual exercise. It is almost a case 
for the Legion of De Cency!

Those Stolen Billions 


When this country began rearming in earnest 
in 1940, President Roosevelt said: “Not a single 
millionaire should be created by the war, 
although I want everybody to get a reasonable 
profit.” Now, through the investigation of the 
Mead committee, we are beginning to find out 
how far this pious hope turned out to be wrong. 

Comptroller General Lindsay Warren's testi- 
mony before the committee yesterday that “un- 
told billions” were “given away” in war contract 
renegotiation suggests that a scandal is boiling 
up that will rival Teapot Dome. 

It is all very well (Mr. Warren testified) 
to talk about the billions collected in rene- 
gotiation, but what I would like to know 
is how many billions were given away in 
contract renegotiation. 

Mr. Warren stated flatly that more billions 
were given back to war contractors than the 
Treasury collected by this device. (Mr. Warren, 
it should be noted, is a Democratic appointee, 
a former Democratic Congressman, and he is not 
trying to smear his party’s financing of the war 
to aid a Republican comeback.) 

Mr. Warren testified that when rearmament 
started, he did his best to persuade Congress 
to empower the General Accounting Office to 
review war contracts, but that his pleas were 
ignored. So the Army, Navy, War Shipping 
Administration and other war agencies audited 
their own contracts—if audited is the word— 
and the result now smells across the country. 
How could it have been otherwise when, as 
Mr. Warren testified: 

With some high officials of the Govern- 

ment, the acceptance of entertainment, in- 

cluding cocktail parties, hotel bills, and 
even travel from the contractor, while at 
the same time drawing travel expenses and 
per diem from the Government, was the 
rule rather than the exception. 

It seems clear that the case of the notorious 
Brothers Garsson, who were overpaid by more 
than $1,000,000 on one contract alone, was by 
no means unique. Not all war contractors could 
pay the hotel bills of Major Generals, or draw 
the Chairman of the House Military Affairs 
Committee in as a top officer of one of their sub- 
sidiaries, or insinuate a shyster lawyer into a 
War Department position where he could ap- 
prove their contracts. But if Mr. Warren is 
right, there must have been several companies 


‘which did about as well for themselves as the 


Bethlehem Steel Corp. did for itself in World 


War I. 
The big profits in World War I were made 


through the cost-plus contract, which permitted 
a manufacturer to load his price to the limit 


with all sorts of costs and then collect a fixed 
percentage additional. The Nye committee fully 
exposed the abuses of that scheme in 1934 and 
the country resolved never to use the plan 
again. 

Many Congressmen and many newspapers, 
including the Post-Dispatch, fought re-adoption 
of cost-plus in this war. As a result, the device 
was changed, but merely to the extent of 
shifting the “plus” from a percentage of the 


contract to a fixed fee. With strict and ade- 
_quate accounting, the new system might have 


worked, not well, but tolerably. But no such 
accounting was provided. So, as the Comp- 
troller General remarked yesterday, it turned 
out again that 
Cost-plus procurement is the greatest de- 
vice ever invented for pumping out the 
Treasury. What incentive remains to exer- 
cise the American genius for efficiency 
when the most far-fetched and extravagant 
outlays are reimbursed, dollar for dollar, 
upon the unchecked approval of a friendly 
or downright sociable contracting officer? 


Already more than 65 billion dollars in can- 
celed war contracts have been settled on a 
“friendly” and “sociable” basis. But several 
billion dollars of contracts remain to be re- 
viewed. The General Accounting Office should 
be empowered to examine them at once, for 
final and irrevocable settlement by the 
“friendly” and “sociable” method will be 
speeded up in exact proportion as a shift to a 
basis of businesslike accounting becomes im- 
minent. 
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An Unredeemed Pledge 


The Community Chest of Greater St. 
Louis still has not answered the request for 
financial support for the Veterans’ Service 
Center. The Center needs the funds more 
than ever, to establish a vocational guidance 
service for the thousands of local veterans who 
are trying to find the right track in their 
careers, Last fall, the Chest raised funds with 
the appeal that contributions were needed to 
help returning veterans. Why should the Com- 
munity Chest officials delay longer in re- 
deeming their pledge to this community and 
its former fighting men? 
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Politics First in India 
The Moslem League’s withdrawal from the 


negotiations for a free India means only that 


Mohamed Ali Jinnah and the other politicians 
who direct this political party consider a 
colonial India preferable to an independent 
India in which they have less than the power 
they think they should have. 

Unhappily, the Cangress party gives evidence 
of being likewise less interested in the freedom 
of India than in its own political future. For 
all of Gandhi's high-sounding statements, he is 
secretly backing an intransigent element within 
the Congress party working committee, C. K. 
Cumming of the Christian Science Monitor has 
reported from New Delhi. 

The issues drawn from day to day aré selected 
battlegrounds rather than realities. They are 
the tactical means for each side to stall until— 
it hopes—it can gain the upper hand. What has 
been going on at New Delhi is something con- 
siderably less than an earnest, above-board 
conference in which the interest of India is put 
first. It is rather an unattractive display of the 
jockeying of two political parties for power, and 
India be damned. 

India’s friends throughout the world are little 
in the mood for this sorry kind of business, and 
still less so are the people of India themselves. 
“The restiveness of the Indian people has 
reached such a pitch that the slightest provoca- 
tion brings forth blood in the streets of Bombay, 
Calcutta, Madras, Karachi,” writes Krishnalal 
Shridharani, the Indian author and lecturer, in 
the magazine Free World. |

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A Promising New Agency 
There is no taint of govefnment by cronies” 
in the three appointments President Truman 
has made in filling the Economic Council 
created by the so-called Full Employment Act. 
The appointments are non-political, and they 


call into public service able men respected in 


the field of economics and government. 

Edwin G. Nourse, who is to be chairman of 
the council, is a vice president of Brookings 
Institution. He played a leading part in the 
institution's monumental study of America’s 
capacity to produce and also its capacity to 
consume, He is one of the nation’s leading 
authorities on agricultural economics; he can 
be depended upon to favor steps to achieve a 
just balance between industry and agriculture. 

Leon H. Keyserling, one of the associate 
members of the Council, was for several years 
legislative assistant to Senator Robert Wagner. 
Since 1937 he has served on various Federal 
housing agencies, and he has been general coun- 
sel for the National Housing Agency for the 
past four years. 

The most colorful member of the board is 
John Davidson Clark, who in 1928 got tired of 
being an “oil millionaire” (he was vice president 
of Standard Oil of Indiana) and determined to 
give the rest of his life to the study, teaching 
and public practice of the economics of govern- 
ment. 

Clark took his Ph.D. in economics at Johns 
Hopkins in 1931 and then became a professor 
of economics—usually without pay. He is now 
dean of the College of Business Administration 
of the University of Nebraska, his first alma 
mater. On the side, he has been a member of 
the Legislature of Wyoming. He was a warm, 
but not uncritical, supporter of President Roose- 
velt’s policies. He should give the Economfc 
Council the balanced view of a progressive, 
hardheaded business man. 

It is the Council’s duty to prepare for the 
President and Congress economic reports and 
recommendations looking toward maximum em- 
ployment, production and purchasing power. If 
its services are utilized, the Council should do 
a great deal toward supplying the executive and 
legislative branches with the means of economic 
continuity and foresight—the kind of flexible 
forward planning which well-managed private 
enterprises nowadays employ. 

Congress should encourage the Council to per- 
form this badly needed function and not sneer- 
ingly label it another brain trust.”

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On Freedom From Badges 

The report that Ellsworth Vines took a $675 
cut in his $5000 second place money at the 
all-American open golf tournament, rather than 
wear a number, sounds somewhat like a smart 
publicity idea.

From a small, plain badge 
with just a number on it, such as Mr. Vines 
was asked to wear, it is all too easy to fall into 
a big, fancy badge, such as is usually inscribed 
with the wearer’s full name, his nickname in 
quotation marks under it, and beneath that his 
occupation. - | 

Those badges are frequently insisted upon at 
conventions, or at luncheon club meetings. They 
are supposed to encourage jovial familiarity be- 
tween people who either don’t know each other’s 
name or couldn’t recall it on a bet, and the 
worst of it is that they do. They put human 
identity on the same plane as the identity of 
public buildings. Mr. Vines has struck a blow 
for freedom from badges, for the privilege of 
anonymity, for the inalienable right to be an 
individual and not a rogue in a gallery, an 
exhibit at a zoo, or a way station on a railroad.

Russian creative work has become stagnant and primitive, says 
Communist newspaper in Moscow; finds that opera, theater and 
of films show inability to move with times; also laments lack of criti- 
cism; same publication announces banning of three foreign plays.

MOSCOW. 

Soviet opera, the theater, painting, 
films and architecture are sharply criti- 
cized and condemned for their inability to 
move with the times and to represent a 
true picture of the world of today in an 
article in the authoritative weekly news- 
paper, Culture and Life. The paper is the 
organ of the Propaganda and Agitation 
Board .of the Central Committee of the 
Communist party, and hence it is the most 
influential voice in Soviet art. 


Although it has some good words to say 
for literature, and a few crumbs of con- 
solation for the movies, the article in gen- 
eral is devoted to as biting a criticism as 
any outlander has been able to write. 


The article finds that “a significant num- 
ber” of plays are “regrettably mediocre 
and primitive.” It remarks that the pub- 
lic expects from the theater “true and 
artistically high-level plays that would con- 
vincingly unveil the internal world of 
ideological aims and the creative activities 
of the people of our society.” 

Playwrights are “to blame,” the article 
adds, pointing out that only four of the 12 
Stalin prizes for dramatics were awarded 
this year. The annual award of Stalin 
prizes and the failure Of Soviet arts to 
win their full quota of prizes allotted is 
the basis for the article and the occasion 
for criticism. 


Scenarios by Incompetents 


Although Soviet composers had great 
success in developing symphony and 
chamber music, Culture and Life declares: 
“Thus far, not a single good Russian opera 
on modern themes has been created,” and 
there is no effort to create “a vivid and 
expressive modern opera.” 


Although the newspaper approves of 
some films, it finds that “art films” often 
do not come up to the “ideological-art de- 
mands placed upon them.” It remarks that 
although only a few films based on fiction- 
al rather than on documentary material 
were produced in 1945, their “quality is 
not high.” 

With this criticism as a starter, the 
newspaper lashes various categories of 
movie workers. Scenario writing is “in a 
very bad way,” for scenarios are often 
written by “incompetents.” 

“This explains the poverty of scenario 
themes, the monotony of subjects and the 
primitiveness of images and of dramatic 
approach,” 

Stars, composers and cameramen display 
“little initiative and perseverance in their 
artistic, musical and technical treatment 
of films,” and the decorations, models and 
costumes are “coarsely and carelessly 
done,” and “in many films photography is 
blurred and pale.” 

Although literature is praised for the 
variety of its subjects and artistic schools, 
Culture and Life finds its development in 
1945 was not “abundant in new and origi- 
nal work” and it comments that only two 
of the four Stalin prizes for literature 
were awarded. 


Escapism in the Theater 


The absence of high-class literary criti- 
cism is also deplored by the newspaper. So 
is the failure of scientific literature to 
break with its “popular” character. 

The explanation put forward is that the 
institutes dealing with questions of litera- 
ture and art are “slack and inert” and do 
not fulfill their role. 

Another article appearing in Culture and 
Life banishes escapism in the theater, sub- 


stituting the touchstone of the standard of 
usefulness to Soviet life. 

The article, written by A. Yegolin and 
P. Lebedyev, announces that the committee 
on art has prohibited the showing in the 
Soviet Union of W. Somerset Maugham’s 
“The Circle,” Pinero’s “The Dangerous 
Age” and Molnar’s “One, Two, Three.” 

The authors declare that those plays dis- 
tract the audiences from “the fundamental 
problems of Soviet reality.” 

Simultaneously, “serious defects” of the 
Soviet theater are discussed. “The condi- 
tion of the repertory of the dramatic 
theaters should raise alarm in every work- 
er in Soviet art and drama,” the writers 
assert, 

The committee of art also banned 
“Penelope,” another Maugham play, and 
Bernard's “My Cafe” as typical models of 
bedroom drama.“ 


Ideology on the Stage 


Soviet playgoers love Shakespeare, Lope 
de Vega, Sheridan “and even Bernard 
Shaw and Lillian Hellman,” but can’t stand 
“dubious plays of bourgeois playwrights” 
in which there is not even a hint of the 
truthful representation of modern foreign 
real life, 

Those plays are “soaked through and 
through with an ideology alien to Soviet 
society,” according to the writers, since 
they picture bourgeois society as being 
“the natural and eternal form of human 
society.” 

The plays do not “propound great social 
problems” or approach bourgeois civiliza- 
tion in a critical fashion, the writers de- 
clare. The audience is “imbued with the 
petit-bourgeois ideal of beautiful and pro- 
vincial life.” 


Even more heinous, in the eyes of 
Messrs. Yegolin and Lebedyev, is that 
Western playwrights advocate the “moral 
of personal profit” and that poverty and 
destitution—characterized as “products of 
the capitalist system”—are purposely not 
mentioned. 

The authors admit that Western play- 
wrights are not the only thing wrong with 
the Soviet theater, pointing out that local 
talent is “failing in a striking manner to 
meet the demands of Soviet audiences.” 


“Forced Landing,” by Vodopyanov and 
Laptyev, is criticized as a type of play that 
fails to recognize “the heroic features” of 
the Soviet people, picturing them as 
“primitive and limited in outlook.” 


A JAP FIFTH COLUMN

After World War I, Japan made us a 
present—of the Japanese beetle. Now in 
the wake of World War II, it has sent us 
another—the long-horned weevil. 

This weevil is a pesky little fellow, only 
an eighth of an inch long. It ruins foliage, 
destroys vegetables and grain crops, even 
denudes trees and kills grass. Unlike the 
Jap beetle, it also invades houses to plague 
the inhabitants thereof. 

Thirty years have passed since the Jap 
beetles arrived. It is a matter of dispute 
whether they are licked yet. As for the 
weevils, they’ve resisted all counterattacks. 

Maybe the thing to do is put the job up 
to the Japs. There hasn’t been much talk 
of reparations from Japan. But perhaps 
we ought to insist that the Japs send gangs

The Great Gaels 


THE PORTABLE IRISH READER, edited by Diermuld 

Russell. (Viking Press, New York.) 

The first quarter of the twentieth cen- 
tury saw Ireland produce more names 
of note in letters than any other country 
in the world, and the island's 
culture antedates Christ. This 700-page 
anthology, then, must be considered a 
reader's springboard into Irish literature 
and by no means a definite survey of it. 

Thus it does not much matter that 
George Bernard Shaw, at his own insist- 
ence, is absent. It is exciting to find 
Mary Lavin deservedly praised ag “the 
most promising of the younger Irish 
writers” and ideally represented by IL. 
lacs,” a short story that combines humor 
and a sense of the severity of existence to 
express the quintessence of Irish nature. 

. „ — 

In pure poetry, Ireland is probably rich- 
er than in any other genre. The editor, 
son of the great A. E. (George Russell) 
has given his readers selections of fresh 
beauty from such magicians of metaphor 
as Yeats, Congreve, Thomas Moore and 
Padraic Colum. 

It is disappointing to find him using 
precious space on Oliver Goldsmith's nos- 
talgic, sentimental chestnuts, while cut- 
ting Joseph Campbell down to one brief 
lyric, “The Old Woman,” with its exqui- 
site simile: 

As a white candle 
In a holy place, 
So is the beauty 
Of an aged face. 

There was room for only three plays, 
but there is a cornucopia of un de- 
lights in letters, essays, fiction, 
and history. The editor’s taste runs the 
gamut of Irish moods, forms and subjects. 
He divides Irish letterg into two periods: 
from the pre-Christian era to about 1700, 
a Gaelic literature of nature and battles 
but not of conscious nationality, and from 
the English conquest to the present, an 
Anglo-Irish literature of fierce nationalism.

Test for American Jews. 


American Zionism claims to 
embrace a majority of American 
Jews, and possibly does. But it 
also has powerful adversaries 
among the most influential Jews 
of America, or these, while other- 
wise sympathizing, oppose certain 
specific Zionist policies. In these 
times no Jew, and quite under- 
standably, is eager publicly to 
criticize other Jews, But some- 
times in public and often in pri- 
vate many Jewish Americans ex- 
press grave concern over phases 
of Zionist zealotry that might 
seem to give credence to the Hit- 
lerian theory, productive of such 
awful woe, that the Jews, except 
in Palestine, are unassimilable to 
an “alien” civilization. 

These Jewish-Americans de- 
plore, I think rightly, an argument 
which assumes that in Palestine 
alone can Jews find a congenial 
home. They feel that the result 
of such an argument will be to 
cast doubts upon the millions of 
Jews whose oft-proved political 
loyalty—in any showdown—is to 
— country ot their birth or adop- 

on. 

Such Jews, also, who have been 
working for the restoration of full 
legal and civil rights and the re- 
turn of their stolen property to 
the remaining Euro Jews, 
charge the extremists in the Zion- 
ist movement with policies calcu- 
lated rather to hinder than to pro- 
mote this, and even to cause fur- 
ther displacements, in their zeal 
to create a situation insoluble ex- 
cept via Palestine. 

This came out when Gen. Sir 
Frederick Morgan made his in- 
itial confusedly reported state- 
ment regarding the burden put 
upon by the influx of 
Jews from eastern Europe into 
the British and American zones 
of Germany. 


Vindication of Morgan. 


My Zionist friends, too hastily I 
thought, launched a vehement 
and ill-considered attack upon 
Gen. Morgan which petered out 
because too many Jews were un-

Evils of Factionalism. 


George Washington warned 
against this possibility in his fare- 
well address; Hitler won his power 
from the factionalism of the Ger- 
man anti-Nazi parties. All extrem- 
ists foster faction until they can 
merge everything under their own 
minority banner. Faction curses 
Zionism with the same dangers, 


But American Zionism holds the 
purse strings of the movement. 
Without the flow of funds from 
the United States, the whole ex- 
periment would break down. 
American Jewry is also, and espe- 
cially since the tragic destruction 
of the German Jews, not only the 
economic, but the intellectual 
elite of the Jewish people. 


American Zionism can count 
amongst its adherents two dead 
and one living Supreme Court 
Justices, and eminent men in 
every walk of life. Generations of 
full civil, legal and economic 
rights have made this possible 
for persons some of whose imme- 
diate ancestors came from lands 
where the ghetto, pogrom and 
litical conspiracy—bomb politics— 
were indigenous, 


Yet it seemed to me, when I 
was in Palestine a year ago, that 
American Jewry had far less ef- 
fective control. in the Jewish 
Agency than their character, abil- 
ities or contributions justified, 
and that this adversely affected 
the administration. 


Use of Violence. 


Armed conspiracies and nihilistic 
terrorism are the political instru- 
ments of oppressed peoples and are 
native to eastern Europe, from 
which too many of the leading 
members of the Jewish Agency— 
or so it seemed to me—originate, 
bringing with them their political 
tactics, familiar to readers of the 
novels of Conrad or Dostoevsky. 

The Agency was, I thought, too 
poor in men who knew from long 
personal experience the value of 
orderly processes. The extremists 
seemed to be pushing such men 
as Dr. Chaim Weizmann into sup- 
port of—or closing their eyes to— 
policies deeply distasteful to them. 


Certainly, though violence 
breeds violence, and the outrages 
are psychologically attributable to 
the terrible sufferings of the past 
decade, American and British 
Zionists must energetically extir- 
pate it from the movement, For 
apart from its immorality, the 
Arabian world also understands 
the uses of conspiratorial violence 
and is fundamentally far stronger 
than the Zionists.

N the closing days of the session, Congress has taken two long 
steps toward catching up with the present. Both these measures 


possible to forget, for a time at 


least, the bickering, the confusion and the dark prejudices that over- 


hang our world. 

No. 1 is, of course, the measure 
creating a civilian commission for 
domestic control of atomic energy. 
The importance of this step and 
its meaning for the future is in- 
calculable, — 

No. 2 is the reform of Congress 
itself. Thanks to the skill and 
diplomacy of Senator Robert M. 
La Follette of Wisconsin and 
Representative Mike Monroney of 
Oklahoma, the Congress has cut 
away a lot of the dead wood out 
of past centuries. The moderniza- 
tion provided under the La Fol- 
lette-Monroney bill should go a 
long way toward making Congress 
more responsive and responsible. 


Over the Hurdle. 


Atomic control was long de- 
layed. Almost a year has passed 
since the first atomic bomb used 
in warfare was set off over Hiro- 
shima. Now, at last, control over 
this immeasurable force is in the 
hands of the civil government of 
the United States, where the foun- 
ders of the country intended such 
controls to rest. Atomic energy 
is no longer just a weapon of de- 
struction. 

Up until the last moment, there 
was a danger that heedless, ignor- 
ant men would wield their hatch- 
ets on the infinitely complex ma- 
chinery of atomic fission and send 
us all to Kingdom Come. While 
rejection of a conference report is 
rare, leaders in the House were 
fearful that die-hards might suc- 
ceed in sidetracking the bill be- 
fore it got over this final lexisla- 
tive hurdle, 


The House Yielded. 


House conferees had yielded to 
the Senate on several important 
points. Most important of all was 
the agreement that the five mem- 
bers of the control commission 
should all be civilians. In turn, 
the Senate conferees conceded the 
relatively minor point that the 
director of the military applica- 
tions division should be a member 
of the armed forces. N 

But the danger point was in the 
patent provisions. Here, too, the 
House had given way and yielded 
to the Senate's insistence that the 
commission have sole power to li- 
cense patents. 


House Republicans who voted 
for the original bill declared that 


this would mean communizing 
the United States. The fact that 
two able Republicans on the con- 
ference committee, Senators Van- 
denberg and Milliken, insisted on 
the Senate version seemed to 
make no difference. 

Behind this House bogy that 
might at the last minute have un- 
done the work of months was an 
interesting lobby. Judging from 
telegrams that came to them, Sen- 
ators believed the lobby was made 
up of a ring of patent lawyers, 
aided and abetted by certain 
forces within the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers. 

The large industrial corporations 
that constructed and operated the 
Tennessee and Washington atomic 
energy plants had nothing to do 
with this lobby drive. In fact, all 
the evidence is that they carefully 
avoided participating in any way 
in this effort. 


Thomas Caused Nausea. 


The Du Ponts, who built the 
Hanford, Wash., plant, specifically 
stated they would accept no profit 
for that tremendous operation. 
They also insisted that it be writ- 
ten into their contract that all 
patent rights developing out of the 
Hanford project go to the Govern- 
ment. This, it seems to me, was 
clearly a recognition of the po- 
litical dangers inherent in this in- 
estimable new force. Any attempt 
to get a patent monopoly on 
atomic energy would backfire 
with a roar that would certainly 
be heard around the world. 

Yet certain members of the 
House persisted in talking as 
though this were something a very 
little more important than a new 
patented egg-beater, but not very 
much more important. The prize 
example was Representative J. 
Parnell Thomas, who talked in the 
conference committee about. keep- 
ing atomic energy as a military 
weapon and using it against our 
enemies- Politicians develop a 
rather marked tolerance, but 
Thomas's ranting caused acute 
nausea among his colleagues. 


Senators McMahon, Millikin and 


Vandenberg and Representative 
Thomason fought the good fight. 
History is likely to link these 
two measures together. Congress, 
at the moment it moves to restore 
the traditional balance between 
military and civilian controls, 
moves to reform itself. That is 
reason enough to put out the flags.

Yesterday Was Fourth July 
29 in 70 Years Without 
Precipitation. 


WAYNESBURG, Pa., July 30 
(AP)—The rainmakers postponed 
the awful truth as long as they 
could, but these are the facts: it 
didn’t rain in Waynesburg yester- 
day—July 29. It was the first 
time in 15 years there had been 


no rain on that day and only the 
fourth ¢ime in 70 years. 

Chief rainmaker John Daily, a 
Waynesburg lawyer who inherited 
the rain tradition from his father, 
paid $50 on a bet made with for- 
mer Heavyweight Champion Jack 
Dempsey who, in turn, donated 
the money toward a swimming 
pool for Waynesburg. 

It rained all around this west- 
ern Pennsylvania community. It 
sprinkled at Reese's Mill, two 
miles to the northwest; showers 
fell at Oak Forest, six miles to 
the southwest, and there was rain 
at Brock, eight miles to the north. 
Water, water everywhere but not 
a drop in Waynesburg. 

The town council went into sea- 
sion just before midnight and 
took the town temporarily off 
daylight time. A Waynesburg 
college professor announced 
Waynesburg actually was 21% 
minutes “after mean time.” 

All to no avail. At 1:22 a.m.

Deliberations 
Are Opened in 
Pirates’ Case 


HARRISBURG, Pa., July 30 
(UP) — Pennsylvania's three-man 
labor relations board today began 
deliberation on Robert Murphy's 
request that it make major league 
(baseball subject to collective bar- 


gaining regulations for the first 
time in the sport’s history. 

On the agenda as the board 
opened its weekly session was 
Murphy’s petition for an election 
among Pittsburgh Pirate players 
to determine whether a majority 
want his American Baseball Guild 
as their bargaining representative. 

To accept jurisdiction in the 
case the board first must decide 
that baseball may be considered 
“commerce” liable to regulation 
under Pennsylvania’s little Wag- 
ner act. After that question is 
disposed of, the agency will deter- 
mine whether Murphy has sub- 
mitted sufficient evidence to 
justify ordering of an election. 

The board also is expected to 
rule on a Pirates management 
request that its three members 
hear argument instead of handing 
down a decision on the basis of 
a recommendation to be submitted 
by SLRB Examiner Conrad H. 
Checco, who presided at a hear- 
ing in Pittsburgh July 16. 

Transcript of the testimony 
taken at the hearing was ex- 
pected to be ready late today but 
the board doubted that Checco’s 
recommendation would be sub- 
mitted immediately. 

The appeal to the state labor 
agency was Murphy’s third at- 
tempt to force recognition of the 
ABG as the Pittsburgh players’ 
union. A petition submitted to the 
National Labor Relations Board 
was withdrawn at the request of 
the federal agency, which pre- 
ferred not to grapple with the 
question of whether baseball was 
interstate commerce. 

Early in June the Harvard- 
educated organizer’s second try 
was bogged down when the Pi- 
rates rescinded a strike vote only 
a few minutes before a scheduled 
game with the New York Giants.

Baseball moguls are mulling over 
player requests for a minimum 
wage, pension fund and extensive 
contract reforms today in one of 
the most revolutionary steps in 
modern diamond history. 

Asked by the magnates to give 
their views on the controversial 
player-owner problems that ordi- 
marily are decided solely by the 
franchise operators, the athletes 
yesterday in two separate sessions 
drew up a reform program to be 
presented to the majors’ policy 
committee next Monday. 

National League players, meet- 
ing in New York, were more spe- 
cific, outlining a $5500 minimum 
wage scale, a pension fund and a 
60-day severance pay stipulation 
as the most important recommen- 
dations of a five-point platform.

An eight-point American League 


program drawn up in Chicago was 
highlighted by a request for ful- 
fillment of player contracts to the 
letter, and formation of a perma- 
ment “grievance committee” as 
well as an undetermined minimum 
and pension fund.

tional delegates adjourning until 
Friday for further discussion after 
naming Dixie Walker of Brook- 
lyn, Marty Marion of the Cardi- 
nals and Billy Herman of Boston 
to represent them. The National 
favors an eight-man player com- 
mittee, instead of three as re- 
quested by Commissioner A. B. 
Chandler, and will discuss that 
matter Friday.

Fillies Bring 
Top Price at 
' Yearling Sales 


LEXINGTON, Ky., July 30 (AP) 
—Bidding that staggered the 
imagination of the most lavish 
thoroughbred horse fancier pushed 
money marks toward unexpected 
but unmistakable record levels to- 
day as the Keeneland sales op- 
erators braced for the second day 
of their summer yearling sales. 

Topped by the $54,000 paid for 
each of two gray fillies last night, 
the first of four days and nights 
of auctions yesterday saw 105 
thoroughbred youngsters sell for 
$1,115,800, an average of $10,626 
for each colt and filly. 

The average smothered all past 
ceilings for the first day of the 
annual Keeneland auction and 
stood high enough to assure an 
all-time high turnover of cash at 
a thoroughbred yearling auction. 

On the first day of sales last 
year, 96 yearlings sold for an aver- 
age of $6762 each. Keeneland set 
a record for a single auction last 
year when 405 yearlings sold for 
$3,134,150, an average of $7739 
each. 

But this year’s opening-day rec- 
ord stirred optimism among both 
the breeders and the Keeneland 
operators. There was talk of a 
possible $5,000,000 sale, which 
would surpass the previous high 
four-day auction by almost 

000,000. 

The explanation, in general, was 
that the owners of racing stables 
were looking to a day of purses 
even higher than the present-day 
big money. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Graham, cos- 
metics manufacturer and owner 
of Maine Chance Stable, and J. P. 
Smith, agent from New York for 
an undisclosed buyer, were the 
high bidders on the,$54,000 horses. 

Mrs, Graham paid’ the price for 
a gray daughter of War Admiral, 
out of Danise M. Smith claimed 
a daughter of Blenheim II-La Chi- 
ca at the big price tag. 

The figure was the second high- 
est ever paid for a yearling at 
auction in Lexington and was the 
highest in the country since Wil- 
liam Helis, New Orleans oil man, 
paid $66,000 for Pericles.

Two cups cooked’ chicken, 
cubed, two-thirds cup chopped 
celery, two tablespoons chopped 
green pepper, two tablespoons 
sliced radishes, one-half cup raw 
cauliflower, cut in slices, then cut 
in thin strips, one-half cup 
mayonnaise, two tablespoons 
cream, two tablespoons chili 
sauce, four medium-sized meaty 
tomatoes, salt, sweet pickle. 

Combine first five ingredients. 
Blend next three ingredients and 
mix lightly but thorqughly with 
chicken mixture. Serve in lettuce 
cups and sectioned tomato, Gar- 
nish with sweet pickle, Four 
servings. 

MENUS FOR WEDNESDAY 

BREAKFAST: Tomato juice, 
ready-to-serve cereal with sugar 
and cream. 

LUNCHEON: Asparagus and 
corn chowder, rye toast, fruit sal- 
ad, almond cookies. 

DINNER: Chicken salad 
stuffed tomato, potato chips, but- 
tered peas, beet pickles, poppy- 
seed rolls, watermelon. 

Aspatagus and Corn Chowder. 

Prepare one pound fresh as- 
paragus by removing scales and 
tough ends. Wash thoroughly. 
Cut into one to one and a half 
inch lengths. Simmer lower sec- 
tions .of stalks in salted water, 
one and a half teaspoons salt and 
one and a half cups water, for 
about 15 minutes. Add heads 
after first five minutes of cook- 
ing. When done, asparagus should 
be tender, but not mushy and 
heads should not be cooked to 
pieces. Do not drain. Add No, 2 
tin cream style corn, one cup 
milk, one-fourth teaspoon sugar, 
and one-half teaspoon freshly 
grated onion. Blend one-fourth 
cup flour into two tablespoons 
melted margarine and add enough 
of the chowder liquid to make a 
thin paste. Gradually combine 
with chowder in saucepan. Heat 
slowly to boiling. Serve immedi- 
ately. Makes three and a half 
cups. Four servings.

Why Is It Called a “Judas Win- 
dow“? 
((N you tell me,” inquires 
C reader, 
‘Judas window’ began?” 
Ever since the betrayal of Jesus 
Christ, the name Judas has been 
an eponym for a treacherous: per- 
son—one who betrays while pro- 
fessing friendship. In addition, 
the name Judas has acquired a 


number of other similarly allusive 


uses, 

The Judas kiss, for example, is 
known by everyone to mean a 
deceitful embrace. The Judas 
tree, a European and Asiatic spe- 
cies similar to the American red- 
bud, is the kind upon which Judas 
is said to have hanged himself in 
remorse. Judas-colored means 
“red,” after the tradition that that 
was the hue of Judas’s hair and 
beard. 


A most interesting application 
is the so-called Judas hole, trap or 
window, about which our reader 
writes. This usage became cur- 
rent about 1865 and referred to a 
peephole or opening in a door 
through which a person could look 
without himself being observed. It 
was particularly common’in pris- 
ons, on cel] doors. Through the 
Judas, as it was at first called, 
the guard could view the cell com- 
pletely without the occupant’s 
knowing that he was being 
watched.

EN ROUTE TO CAMPOBELLO 
ISLAND, Monday. 

ANY years ago, I read a 

book by Pierrepont B. Noyes 

which sounded as fantastic 

in many ways as some of Jules 

Verne’s books must have seemed 


before we had ever heard of a 


submarine, This particular book 
has just been reprinted under the 
title, “Gentlemen: You Are Mad.” 
It will be out the first week in Au- 
gust, and I think it is worth read- 
ing, thinking about and discussing, 
for it bears on the way we shall 
live and on our ability to preserve 
our civilization, Since some of us 
seem to think we are on the way 
to suicide for this period of civil- 
ization, the book is certainly 
worth our attention. 


* * * 

I LEFT HYDE PARK yesterday 
morning to drive to Campobello 
island. I chose a route which 
avoids Boston, but passed through 
a number of New England’s man- 
ufacturing towns where one sees 
people of many different racial 
backgrounds. 

Ours is a beautiful and varied 
country from the standpoint of 
scenery, but it is not just scenery 
that has attracted the people from 
so many foreign lands who have 
developed our country and made 
us a great nation. These people 
came because of the promise of 
freedom and justice which would 
give everyone of them a chance 
to express themselves politically 
and lead a freer, better life. 

I could not help wondering how 
a politician would feel who prides 
himself on his background of pure 
Americanism and his Anglo-Saxon 
lineage, yet is willing to accept of- 
fice in his state without having 
gained the majority vote. The 
election was legal and the same 
kind of thing can happen for other 
offices in our nation. It is, how- 
ever, a situation which requires 
revision if we believe in majority 
rule and that the voice of the peo- 
ple must be heard, Driving 
through New England, as I looked 
at people whose parents had come 
to us to gain greater freedom of 
political expression, I thought it 
would make one uncomfortable to 
occupy an office which one knew 


one held because the method of 
vote-counting was devised to meet 
a Civil War situation or to keep 
a balance between city and coun- 
try. 

Those of us whose ancesters 
came here among the first settlers 
would seem to have a special re- 
sponsibility to see to it that our 
Democratic practices are really 
kept up to date. Our ancestors 
encouraged others to come and 
help us develop this country, They 
made promises and we have an 
obligation to see that those prom- 
ises are kept to the best of our 
ability.

NATION’S TRAFFIC FATALITIES 
ARE 40 PCT, ABOVE LAST YEAR 


CHICAGO, July 30 (AP)—The 
nation’s 15,750 traffic fatalities for 
the first six months this year, the 
National Safety Council said to- 
day, were 40 per cent more than 
for the same period last year. The 
council said, however, the traffic 
accident picture “is more encour- 
aging than at any time since V-J 
day.” 

The council said that in the 
first four months of 1946 traffic 
deaths “ran neck and neck” with 
the record high of prewar 1941. 

St. Louis was among 14 large 
cities which improved their 1945 
records, Belleville, III., was listed 
as reporting no traffic fatalities.

W being understood. Whether 
we're 16 or 60, we think it's 
the other fellow’s duty, as well as 
privilege, to understand our par- 
ticular natures and make allow- 
ance for any blunders we may 
commit.

Particularly our family 
rows. It isn’t enough for the 
other fellow to be kind and con- 
siderate, honest, industrious, loyal 
and devoted.

If we're feeling melancholy, he 
should realize why—and lift us 
out of it. If we're irritable, dis- 
couraged or disgusted with life in 
general, he should know all the 
answers -and apply the remedies. 
And the nearer and dearer the re- 
lationship, the greater is his 
obligation to diagnose and heal 
our hurt. 
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THIS IS not only downright 
silly and unreasonable, it’s impos- 
sible, Why should we expect the 
other person, however intimate, to 
understand our moods when, 
chances are, we don’t understand 
them ourselves? Moods aren't 
something you can put on or take 
off like an undershirt, They are 
part of your life. They are as 
closely connected wtih you as your 
skeleton. They are far closer to 
you than your features. You can 
have a plastic surgery job done 
on your nose until your own 
mother wouldn't know you. But it 
takes someone far wiser and more 
skillful than any plastic surgeon 
to uncover the roots of your dis- 
position, 


How comes this fierce desire for 
understanding, anyway? Why do 
we feel so grateful toward those 
who seem to understand us and 
so hostile toward those who don't 
or won't even try? It all ties up 
with our first babyhood vanity 
and fear. It’s part of that same 
urge that made you cling to 
your mother’s apron strings... 
that frantic need of security which 
still dominates you regardless of 
age or position. 
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YOU WANT TO BE understood 
for the same reason that you 
want to be liked . . because both 
feelings make you feel safe. 

You would feel thoroughly 
ashamed if someone caught you 
sucking your thumb in public at 
35. Yet that’s exactly what you 
do when you. get riled because 
you're not undertsood. Years don't 
matter. You can sweep them 
away in a second. You do sweep 
them away when you go cry-bab 
for lack of understanding. ;

Lack of understanding or un- 
kind misunderstanding may leave 
us feeling lonely and friendless. 
But it’s a safe bet that we'd be 
much lonelier and have far fewer 
friends, if we were understood. 
The human spirit is a strange 
and dangerous jungle with many 
a pitfall and hidden trap, many 
a poisonous swamp which we our- 
selves, do not suspect.

West’s double was of tho op- 
tional” variety — that is, East 
could leave it in for penalties or 
take it out, according to his own 
holding. East was not fond of 
either course, but passed as the 
apparent lesser of evils. 

West opened the heart King, 
and when he saw the dummy, 
with its singleton heart, shifted 
to a trump. Declarer captured 
East’s jack and laid down the dia- 
mond jack. West ducked, but of 
course was forced to win the fol- 
lowing diamond lead. 

At this point it was all too clear 
to West that he would have to be 
very careful if the doubled con- 
tract, which would give the op- 
ponents the rubber if fulfilled, 
was to be defeated. So West di- 
rected his entire attention to try- 
ing to visualize South’s probable 
distribution. The vulnerable shut- 
out bid, in all likelihood, was 
based on seven, rather than six, 
spade tricks, and South certainly 
would not have made that sort 
of bid if he had held the club 
ace to boot — his hand would 
have been too strong. He had 
shown two diamonds; the crucial 
question became: had he three 
hearts and one club, or two of 
each suit? West found the right 
answer in East’s pass to the dou- 
ble. With FIVE hearts, however 
small, and the club ace, East al- 
most surely would have bid four 
hearts; his pass, then virtually 
guaranteed only four hearts. On 
that analysis, West cashed the 
heart queen AND THE CLUB 
KING, then led another trump, 
and South was helpless.
